OLLOWING is the portion of President Roosevelt's radio ad-

of value to the enemy, and warned the people to be prepared for 
more bad news: 


“Many American soldiers and 
sailors have been killed by 
enemy action. American ships 
have been sunk, American air- 
planes have been destroyed. 

“So far, the news has all been 
bad. We have suffered a seri- 
cus setback in Hawaii. Our 
forces in the Philippines, which 
include the brave people of that 
commonwealth, are taking pun- 
ishment, but are defending 
themselves vigorously. The re- 
ports from Guam and Wake and 
Midway islands are still con- 
fused, but we must be prepared 
for the announcement that all 
these three outposts have been 
seized. 


“The casualty lists of these 
first few days will undoubtedly 
be large. 

“This Government will put its 
trust in the stamina of the 
American people, and will give 
the facts to the public as soon 
as two conditions have been 
fulfilled: first, that the. infor- 
mation has been definitely and 
officially confirmed; and, sec- 
ond, that the release of the in-

TOKYO, Dec. 10 (Official Radio 


Picked Up by AP).—Loudspeakers 
shouted Japan’s most tremendous 
news of war successes so far—the 
sinking of two British capital ships 
and the landing of Japanese forces 
in the Philippine Islands—today to 
jubilant throngs of war-stirred 
Japanese. 

The Navy section of Imperial 
Headquarters claimed earlier that 
e Japanese submarine had sunk an 
unidentified 15,000-ton American 
transport in Manila Bay and had 
seized a British armed merchant- 
man south of Hongkong. 

Announcing that Britain’s new 
35,000-ton battleship Prince of 
Wales and battle cruiser Repulse 
had gone down in the Pacific off 
Malaya under bursts of Japanese 
air bombs, Imperial Headquarters 
declared “the British Far Eastern 
fleet has been obliterated.” 

(The loss of the two ships was 
acknowledged by Britain, but there 
was no indication of other losses 
to substantiate the Japanese claim 
that Britain’s newly massed naval 
strength in the Far East had been 
nullified.) 

Claims of Supremacy. 

Japan already had made claims 

of naval supremacy of the Pacific 

after its Sunday air smash against 
the United States fleet in Pearl 

Harbor, Hawaii, and Imperial 

Headquarters today. proclaimed it 

prepared to seize control of both 

the air and water of the Pacific, 

Indian and Antarctic Oceans.

EXPERTS CALLED FOR CITY 


AIR RAID SHELTER SURVEY 


Steps Also Being Taken for Plane Patrol to 
Guard Defense Plants—Ellaby Names 
13 ‘Vital Services’ Aids. 


A city-wide survey of potential 
air raid shelters and establishment 
of a Civil Air Patrol were among 
the activities being launched to- 


day as the civilian defense pro- 
gram went into action to put St. 
Louis on a war footing. 

Charles H. Ellaby, president of 
the Board of Public Service and 
head of the Maintenance of Vital 
Services Division of the St. Louis 
Office of Civilian Defense, called 
for architects, engineers and oth- 
ers familiar with construction to 
volunteer their services in making 
the air raid shelter survey. 

At the same time he announced 
appointment of 13 men to his ex- 
ecutive staff, and scheduled a din- 
ner meeting of the group at the 
Mayfair Hotel tomorrow evening. 
Civilian Defense Co-ordinator Har- 
ry D. McBride will address the 
meeting. 


Survey to Take 10 Days. 

The air-raid shelter survey can 
be completed in 10 days if several 
hundred qualified persons volun- 
teer to help, Ellaby said. Erection 
of signs with arrows pointed to 
the nearest shelter will be the next 
step, he explained. : 

“The volunteers will have to be 
persons familiar with the strength 
of different types of construction,” 
he pointed out, “because we cer- 
tainly don’t want to herd people 
into weak basements that would 
collapse on them if a bomb fell 
nearby. 

“Among the possible air raid 
shelters in St. Louis are the sub- 
basements of large buildings, caves 
used in aging wines and beer, and 
sewer and railroad tunnels. Expe- 
rience in Europe has shown that 
the middie floors of large office 
buildings also are safe shelters.” 

Other Duties of Division. 

In addition to establishment of 
air raid shelters, duties of Ellaby’s 
division include organization of 
rescue squads, air raid wardens 
and fire watchers, distribution of 
gas masks and emergency equip- 
ment, emergency mass evacuation 
and rehousing, and emergency 
feeding and clothing. 

The Fire Department, with 850 
uniformed men, has the smallest 
personnel in years, despite the im- 
portance of controlling fires which 
might be caused by bombing or 
sabotage in important defense 
plants in the city, Fire Chief Jo- 
seph Morgan told a reporter - to- 
day. .

ANOTHER MISTAKE 


Warning After Naval Planes 
Are Reported as Enemy 
Craft—Two False Sig- 
nals Yesterday. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (AP).—Air 
raid warnings were sounded in New 
York at 8:41 a. m. toddy after 
similar warnings had flashed over 
Long Island. The all clear was 
heard at 9:01. 

Police reported that “enemy 
bombing was imminent” but First 
Air Force headquarters at Mitchel 
Field disclaimed any knowledge of 
hostile aircraft being in the vicin- 
ity. 

It later was learned that United 
States Navy patrol planes had been 
mistaken for enemy craft. The 
police telegraph bureau said it 
sounded the alarm after receiving 
a warning by wire signal from the 
New York information center on 
defense. 

New York found today that yes- 
terday’s alarms were all a mistake; 
the screaming sirens, roaring fight- 
er planes and scurrying air-raid 
wardens had been here, but the 
ehemy apparently had not. An ap- 
parent misunderstanding put the 
northeastern seaboard on the alert 
for attacking bombers and caused 
two air-raid alarms in this city. 

The rapid growth of a rumor that 
hostile planes were headed for New 
York had these results: 

Nearly 300 aircraft took to the 
air from the Army air base at 
Mitchel Field, and officers’ fam- 
ilies were evacuated; civilian. de- 
fense volunteers and plane spot- 
ters manned their posts; more than 
1,000,000 school children were sent 
home; the stock, market slumped. 

Boston was on the alert for more 
than an hour; military and naval 
establishments at New London, 
Conn., took precautions; tens of 
thousands of civilian employes were 
evacuated from defense factories. 

Here’s how the report that fright- 
ened millions grew and died: 

A man who identified himself sat- 
isfactorily to officials at First 
Army Headquarters, Governors 
Island, N. Y., telephoned that he 


heard a Washington radio station 


broadcast that bombers had been 
reported. He asked if ig were true. 

The Army inquired at the New 
York office of the Associated 
Press and failed to get ‘verifica- 
tion. A War Department spokes- 
man in Washington told the As- 
sociated Press his department 
had not reported enemy planes. 

Meanwhile, an official at Gov- 
ernors Island had phoned an in- 
quiry to Mitchel Field, where his 
words apparently were taken as a 
warning “from Washington.” 
Mitchel Field took no chances, 
sent its planes aloft and told the 
press the alarm resulted from an 
official réport from Washington of 
a raid threat. 

Maj. Gen. Herbert A. Dargue, 
commander of the First Army 
Air Force at Mitchel Field, said 
“definitely no planes” were de- 
tected and explained that what 
looked authentic turned out to be 
a mere test. He emphasized that 
the precautions would have to be 
repeated, should such a set of cir- 
cumstances develop again.

Axis Has Made World 


Gigantic Battlefield. 


I can say with itmost confidence 
that mo Americans today or a 
thousand years hence, need feel 
anything but pride in our patience 
and our efforts through all the 

toward achieving a peace in 
the Pacific which would be fair 
and honorable to every nation, 
large or small. And no honest per- 
son, today or a thousand years 
hence, will be able to suppress a 
sense of indignation and horror 
at the treachery committed by the 
military dictators of Japan, under 
the very shadow of the flag of 
peace borne by their special en- 
voys in our midst. 

The course that Japan has fol- 
lowed for the past 10 years in 
Asia has paralleled the course of 
Hitler and Mussolini in Europe 
and Afriga. Today, it has become 
far more than a parallel. It is col- 
laboration so well calculated that 
all the continents of the world, and 


Admittedly the damage is serious. 
But no one can say how serious, 
until we know how much of this 
can be repaired and how 
quickly the necessary repairs can 
be made. 

I cite as another example a 
statement made on Sunday night 
that a Japanese carrier had been 
located and sunk off the Canal 
Zone. And when you hear state- 
ments that are attributed to what 
they call “an authoritative source,” 
you can be reasonably sure that 
under these war circumstances 
the “authoritative source” was not 
any person in authority. 

Many rumors and reports which 
we now hear originate with enemy 
sources. For instance, today the 
Japanese are claiming that as a 
result of their one action against 
Hawaii they have gained naval 
supremacy in the Pacific. This is 
an old trick of propaganda which 
has been used innumerable times 
by the Nazis. The purposes of such 
fantastic claims are, of course, to 
spread fear and confusion among 
us, and to goad us into revealing 
military information which our 
enemies are desperately anxious to 
obtain. 

Our Government will not be 
caught in this obvious trap —and 
neither will our people. 


Free Communication 
Restricted in Wartime. 


It must be remembered by each 
and every one of us that our free 
and rapid communication must be 
greatly restricted in war time. It 
is not possible to receive full, 
speedy, accurate reports from dis- 
tant areas of combat. This is par- 
ticularly true where naval opera- 
tions are concerned, For in these

Nazi Supply Believed Am- 
ple Also Despite Cam- 
paign to Obtain More 
Eurasian Resources. 


NEW YORK,. Dee. 10 (AP).— 
From various authoritative oil in- 
dustry sources came the warning 
today that Japan and Germany, 
despite huge losses of supplies, 
have sufficient petroleum and gas- 
oline for at least a good many 
months of war. 

Some suggested Japan has 
enough for two years and that 
Germany still is fairly well sup- 
plied. However, they said, both na- 
tions are evidently making st- 
preme efforts to assure themselves 
of future oil supplies. 

These sources called “utter non- 
sense” suggestions that both the 
aggressor powers were nearing the 
end of their resources of petro- 
leum—the most valuable asset of 
modern military and naval forces.

The Near East and Russia con- 
tain practically all the oil re 
sources of Eurasia. 
Russia is expected to produce 
about 250,000,000 barrels of oil— 
an output second only to the.

Reports of routs of German 
armies attempting to batter their 
way into this great petroleum res- 
ervoir make the oil men think the 
Nazis may give up their drives 
there, at least for the winter.

Dispatches from the Near East 
indicate Great Britain expects this 
move. There the British are re- 
ported to have massed mechanized 
forces equipped with American 
tanks, planes, guns and ammuni- 
tion— most of it transported 
through the Red Sea and the Sues 
Canal. ; 
If the Russians can hold Cau-" 
casia and the British can hold the 
Near East, it is apparent that Ger- 
many and Italy cannot reach the 
oil fields with which they could 
supplement their present supplies.

LONG, HARD WAR 
BUT FINAL VICTORY

are all in itall the way. Every single 
man, woman and child is a partner 
in the most tremendous undertak- 
ing of our American history. We 
must share together the bad news 
and the good news, the defeats and 
the victories—the changing for- 
tunes of war.” 

He made no attempt to mini- 
mize the character of the _ initial 
news and he could not say offi- 
cially how much Hawaii had suf- 
fered until further surveys had 
been completed. 

_ He said that the Japanese swoop 
on Hawaii had been as brilliant in 
its execution as it was dishonor- 
able. 

“So far,” he reported, “the news 
has been all bad. We have suf- 
fered a serious setback in Hawaii 
. « « The casualty lists of these 
first few days will undoubtedly be 
large.” e 

He also said the nation must be 
prepared for announcement that 
Guam and Wake and Midway 
islands, far out in the Pacific, had 
been lost. 

The forces in the Philippines, he 
said, were taking punishment, but 
defending themselves vigorously. 


To Win War and the Peace. 


However, he expressed calm con- 
fidence of the final outcome. 


“We are going to win the war. 
and we are going to win the peace | 


that follows.” 


To speed that day, the President | 
announced that the Government | 


had decided on a seven-day week 
for all war industries, including 
»those producing essential raw ma- 
terials. 

He also disclosed that there 
would be a tremendous expansion 
of munitions production industries 
by the construction of new plants, 
the enlargement of old ones, and 
the mobilization of small plants in 
the production drive. 

Roosevelt denounced “treacher- 
ously . . criminal” Japan. It 
had been egged into war, he as- 
serted, by Germany’s promise that 
a triumphant “new order” would 
parcel out as Japan’s share of the 
world loot “the complete and per- 
petual control of the whole Pacific 
—and that means not only the Far 
East, not only all of the islands in 
the Pacific, but also a stranglehold 
on the west coast of North, Central 
and South America.” 

Japan, he continued, is working 
in complete accord with the Axis 
grand strategy. He continued: 

“Remember always that Germany 
and Italy. regardless of any for- 
mal declaration of war, consider 
themselves at war with the United 
States at this moment just as much 
as they consider themselves at war 
with Britain or Russia.” 

He made it plain that there could 
be no complete victory while the 
Hitler and Mussolini dictatorships 
remained untoppled. 


Lease-Lend Aid to Go On. 


With this in mind, he announced 
that the lease-lend program would 
continue—that the job of Ameri- 
can assembly lines was to pour out 
the vast quantities of munitions 
needed to supply both the armed 
forces of the United States and the 
other armies and navies of the 
world which were fighting Axis. 

In talking of the mighty produc- 
tion effort necessary for a long 
war, Roosevelt, in effect, told the 
people to expect to feel the pinch. 
He said he was confident that each 
would make his contribution cheer- 
fully and he refused to speak of 
those contributions as sacrifices. 

He reported that food supplies 
were ample for domestic and lease- 
lend use and he did not believe 
“we shall have to curtail the nor- 
mal use of articles of food” for the 
present. 

However, he continued, there is 
a definite shortage of metals for 
consumer purposes, More than 
half of the metals now used for 
civilian goods, he said, will have 
to be diverted to arms production. 
Therefore, many articles will have 
to be given up entirely for the du- 
ration. 


More Work and Taxes. 


Besides foregoing peacetime lux- 
uries, the President said, people 
in all walks of life will have to 
pay more taxes, buy more bonds, 
forego extra profits, and to work 
longer and harder. 

He did not explain the seven-day 
week policy which he announced 
for vital industries, but Sidney 
Hillman, OPM’s associate director, 
said that it did not mean that 
workers would have to work every 
day of the week. The objective, he 
said, was to get defense produc 
tion on a 160-hour basis fcr the 
week, with the other eight hours 
devoted to maintenance work, 

The President’s address, the 
White House said today, on the 
basis of an analysis by the broad- 
casters, commanded the largest 
audience in history—90,000,000 per- 
sons, or virtually every adult in the 
country.

NAVAL BLOW IN FAR EAST . 
RUNS UP BRITAIN'S LOSSES 
OF MAJOR WARSHIPS TO 7 


By the Associated Press, . 
HE 35,000-ton battleship 
Prince of Wales and the 82,- 
000-ton battle cruiser Re- 
pulse were the sixth and sev- 
enth major warship losses. by 
the British navy since the start 
of the war. 


Following the 42,100-ton Hood, 
they were the third and fourth 
lost from the battleship and 
battle cruiser class, of which 
Britain had 24 when the war 
began. The battleship Royal 
Oak, 29,150 tons, was sunk early 
in the conflict by a German 
submarine at Scapa Flow. 

Other major British naval 
losses were three aircraft car- 
riers—the 22,000-ton Ark Royal, 
the 22,500-ton Courageous and 
the 22,500-ton Glorious. 

Loss of nine cruisers also has 
been acknowledged. Britain had 
12 aircraft carriers and 52 
cruisers when the war began. 

Britain still has at least 19 
battleships afloat or building. 
Now in service are five of the 
30,000-ton Queen Elizabeth 
class built during the last war; 
four of the 29,000-ton Royal 
Sovereign class; the Nelson and 
Rodney of 33,000 tons commis- 
sioned in 1927, and the battle 
cruiser Renown of 32,000 tons, 
the only one of three of this 
type in commission at the start 
of the. war, 

The Prince of Wales was one 
of five ships of the King 
George V class, all scheduled 
for completion in 1941. The 
George V is in service. 

Two 40,000 tonners, the Lion 
and Temeraire, mounting 16- 
inch rifles, are scheduled for 
completion in 19843 and two 
more ships are to be com- 
pleted in 1944.

“The British Far Eastern fleet 
was sighted off the eastern coast 
of the Malay peninsula at 11:30 
o'clock this morning and Japanese 
aircraft immediately went into 
action. 

“The Repulse was sunk instant- 
ly by bomb hits at 14:29 (2:29 p. 
m.) (11:29 p. m. Tuesday, St. Louis 
time.) 

“The Prince of Wales was hit and 
listed to starboard as a result of 
direct hits. 

“She attempted to escape but at 
14:50 (2:50 p. m.) she received ad- 
ditional hits and was sunk.” | 

King George VI sent a message 
to Sir Shenton Thomas, Governor- 
General of Malaya, today stating 
the Empire relies “on your fearless 
determination” to crush Japan’s 
onslaught and that he was confi- 
dent its faith was well placed. 

“At this fateful moment I as- 
sure you of my high confidence in 
your leadership. I am at one with 
you and their highnesses, the 
rulers, and the peoples of Malaya 
in the trial which you are sustain- 
ing,” the King said.

Description of Vessels. 

The Prince of Wales was laid 
down Jan. 1, 1937, along with the 
keel of the 35,000-ton King George 
V, at the earliest possible moment 
after Britain was freed of naval 
pact restriction. 

Its design included an improved 
distribution of deck and _ side 
armor, as well as an improved sys- 
tem of underwater protection. Its 
normal complement was 1500 men. 

Armament included 10 14-inch 
guns, 16 5.25-inch guns and four 
multiple pompoms for use against 
aircraft, 

The 14-inch guns were of a new 
model with an effective range 
greater than 15-inch guns mounted 
on earlier ships. 

The Repulse was begun Jan. 25, 
1915, and completed in August, 
1916, as one of the “hush ships” 
of the first World War. Subse- 
quently it was modernized from 
lessons learned in that conflict. 

Its armament included six 15- 


—~iinch guns, 12 four-inch guns, eight 


four-inch anti-aircraft guns and a 
variety of smaller guns. Its normal 
complement was 1205 men. 

The Repulse took the heir to 
the throne, the Prince of Wales, 
who later became Edward VIII 
and now is the Duke of Windsor, 
to South Africa in 1925 and escort- 
ed King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth part of the way across 
the Atlantic in 1939 when they vis- 
ited Canada and the United States. 

Since the outbreak of the war 
with Germany, there have been 
many Nazi claims that it had been 
damaged or disabled, by air attack 
or by submarines. In June, DNB,

The Treasury launched its war tax 


program today with a call to con- 


gressional leaders to confer with 
Secretary Morgenthau. 
Chairman Doughton

to finance the war. They will meet 
tomorrow at noon. 

Just. what the program will be, 
no one in authority would say. 
But since the Treasury talked of 
an extra $5,000,000,000 of new taxes 
a few weeks ago, its new desires 
are believed to be at least as high, 
if-not higher, now that war has 
come. 

The program may include not 
only increased levies on co 


’ . 
tions and wealthy individuals, but 


a drastic withholding tax on the 
incomes of persons of moderate 
means. The figure of 15 per cent 
has been mentioned as a possibili- 
ty with this tax. 

Government officials have no 
hope of increasing taxes enough: to 
balance the war budget but want 
to narrow the gap between spend- 
ing and income as muchas pos- 
sible, 

The Treasury's’ immediate war- 
financing objective was the bor⸗ 
rowing of about $10,000,000,000 of 
the money which individuals and 
businesses normally set aside each 
year as savings. Accumulated bank 
deposits alone are near $70,000,- 
000,000. 

The machinery for this drive is 
already set up, for the most part, 
in the defense bond savings cam- 
paign. Sales of defense bonds in 
the seven months. preceding the 
Japanese attack aggregated $2,- 
000,000,000. In the next year, the 
total may exceed $5,000,000,000, or 
half of the savings borrowing goal. 

Orders already have gone out 
to speed up this campaign, espe- 
cially among industrial workers 
who are being asked to sign up 
to invest a specific portion of each 
month’s wages. Every radio sta- 
tion and every newspaper has been 
asked to print new appeals for 
purchases. So far this is as close 
as the Treasury expects to come 
to the intensive “Liberty Loan” 
drives of the World War.

Phoenix Mutual Notifies Represen- 

tatives These Will Be Part 
of All New Policies. 
HARTFORD, Conn. Dec. 10 
(AP).—Life insurance companies 
here are writing war risk clauses 
into their policies, a procedure sim- 
ilar to that followed during the 
first World War. 

These provide against normal 
hazards but except death or dis- 
ability while a holder is in any of 
the nation’s armed services outside 
of the United States or in the air 
service. 

Phoenix Mutual Insurance Co. 
notified its representatives that 
such clauses would be part of all 
new policies because of the haz- 
ards attached to participation in 
war. 

Aetna Life Insurance Co. has be- 
gun attaching war risk clauses on 
single men between 18 and 28. 
Connecticut Mutual Life inserts 
such exceptions in policies issued 
to those 35 or younger. 

Connecticut General has for some 
time been limiting coverage on new 
applicants exposed to war hazards, 
and Travelers is attaching a war 
clause to policies issued to men in 
the service and to unmarried men 
of ages specified in the Selective 
Service Act. ,

No Manufacture: for Passenger 
Cars Pending Drafting of 
New Program. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
The Office of Production Manage- 


ment drafted a program last night 
to suspend for about two weeks 


the production of passenger auto- 
mobile tires and about 30,000 other 


non-essential products in which 
rubber is used until a comprehen- 
sive plan for the industry can be 
worked out in the light of threat- 
ened cessation of supplies from the 
Orient, 

The order will not affect the 
sale of millions of tires now on 
dealers’ shelves and in wholesalers’ 
warehouses. These supplies are 
ample to tide the country’s motor- 
ists over the brief suspension 
period. 

The program was discussed with 
tire and tube manufacturers yes- 
terday and is to be taken up today 
with representatives of the CIO 
United Rubber Workers’ Union. 

Output of tires of less than seven- 
inch diameter will be halted except 
for light truck equipment for the 
army or lease-lend administration 
which carries a priorities prefer- 
ence rating of A-3 or higher. Tires 
for larger trucks will continue to 
be produced. 

The order exempts from the sus- 
pension rubber articles considered 
essential to civilian welfare.

‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).—

of instructions issued by the Office 
of Civilian Defense for the guid- 


ance of the people in case of air. 


raids: 

2. Stay home. 

The safest place in an air raid 
is at home, 

If you are away from home, get 
under cover in the nearest shelter. 
Avoid crowded places, Stay off the 
streets, ; 


The enemy wants you to run out 
into the streets, create a mob, 
start a panic. Don’t do it! 

If incendiary bombs fall, play a 
spray from a garden hose (never 
a splash or stream. of water on 
the bomb. Switch to a stream to 
put out any fire started by the 
bomb. Switch back to a spray for 
the bomb. The bomb will burn for 
about 15 minutes if left alone, only 
about two minutes under a fine 
water spray. A jet, splash, stream, 
or bucket of water will make it 
explode. 

Under raid conditions, keep a 
bathtub and buckets full of water 
for the use of fire department in 
case water mains are broken. 

If you have a soda-and-acid ex- 
tinguiser (the kind you turn up- 
side down), use it with your finger 
over the nozzle to make a spray. 
Don’t use the chemical kind (small 
cylinders of liquid) on bombs, It 
is all right for ordinary. fires. 

Should gas be used, go at once 
to the most “inside” room in your 
house (fewest doors and windows). 
Paste paper over the glass. Stuff

Facts and Figures About Parking Me- 
ters; Cost, $1.50 F. O. B. St. Louis. 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: na 

T. LOUIS’ downtown problem is traf- 

fic congestion, and parking meters 
will not relieve that congestion. Parking 
meters will reduce a 50-foot thorough- 
fare to a 32-foot street; deduct the two 
street car lines and it is reduced to only 
16 feet, two car lanes. No more cars will 
be taken off the streets, for the meters 
will be placed where the cars are parked 
today. We do not have a proficient police 
force, not due to lack of quality, but lack 
of quantity; therefore, the police force 
will have to be increased to give its un- 
divided attention to the meters. 

The meters have been installed in 306 
cities. The streets in those cities are not 
similar to St. Louis streets; therefore, 
that is m0 comparison. Moreover, sev- 
eral of the 306 cities have kicked the 
meters out. Shreveport put the problem 
up to the voters and some signs displayed 
there read: “Vote No On Parking Meters. 
Defeat Hitlerism in Shreveport.” The 
Supreme Court of Louisiana later held 
the parking meter ordinance invalid.

In Atlantic City, N. J. a man roams 
the streets and drops nickels in the park- 
ing meters and the motorist reimburses 
him with a tip—more nuisance. 

Pana, Ill., voted to rescind a parking- 
meter ordinance. In Belleville, 152 mer- 
chants signed ‘a petition protesting 
against the City Council’s parking-meter 
Ordinance. The County Board of Super- 
visors forbade the city to install meters. 

Local mérchants, sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce of University 
City, decisively rebuffed a pressure 
group there to install the meters. 

East St. Louis merchants objected. 

The Alabama Supreme Court held that 
the city streets were the property of the 
taxpayers. 

The City Commission of Topeka, Kan., 
terminated the contract with the parking 
meter company. 

The Municipal Research of Boston 
points out that the device would tend to 
clutter up sidewalks already picketed 
with poles, police and fire boxes, and 
makes other elairas against the meters. 

In Huntington, W. Va., 100 meters were 
smashed by objectors. 

A Road Commissioner in Tucson; Ariz., 
stated: “I firmly believe that the park- 
ing meters would be nothing in the world 
but another racket. We had the matter 

ut on an election ballot and defeated

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On Dec. 2, the new British 35,000-ton battleship 
Prince of Wales, lending ® flotilla of war craft, 
steamed into the Singapore base. Now it lies at the 
bottom of the sea, along with the 32,000-ton battie 
cruiser Repulse, This major naval disaster comes 
on the heels of the catastrophe at Pearl Harbor and 
other Japanese victories. 

Presumably, an attack by the supposedly inferior 
Japanese air force dispatched the Prince of Wales, 
which only recently served as the vessel upon which 
President Roosevelt and Winston Churchill drew up 
the Atlantic Charter. Meanwhile, the Japanese are 
jnavading the Philippine Islands. ; 

The news this morning, nearly all Black, gives em- 
phasis to the statement of Mr. Roosevelt in his speech 
last night, that “we must be set to face a long 
war against crafty and powerful bandits.” 

The President’s speech was a grave one. It should 
serve to fortify the people against the shocks that 
are coming as the underestimated Japanese unleash 
a surprising striking power. It should serve to bring 
home the grim fact that this war may take years 
to win, and that the victory will come only at stu- 
pendous cost. 

Just as the treacherous and murderous attack upon 
Pearl Harbor fused tis into one united people, so 
the continuing Japanese victories against the United 
States and Great Britain should dispel at oncé any 
feeling of overconfidence that we may have had. 
For years, the gangster nations have practiced and 
perfected the art of war, while we, like a drowsy 
giant, have contentedly relied on our potential 
strength to take care of all eventualities. 

Now we face the test. “I am sure,” said the Presi- 
dent, “that the péople in every part of the nation are 
prepared in their individual living to win this war. 
I am sure they will cheerfully help to pay a large 
part of its financial cost while it goes on. I am sure 
they will cheerfully give up those material things 
they are asked to give up.” 

The crashing events in the Pacific make those 
words seem mild. He had better used Winston 
Churchill's warning to the British that he had noth- 
ing to offer them but blood, tears, toil and sweat. 

We may take comfort, though, in the fact that 
the Gethsemane that lies before ‘us is not to be a 
futile one. As we drain the bitter cup, we can reflect 
upon the President’s words: 

The true goal we seek is far above and beyond 
the ugly field of battle. When we resort to force, 
as now we must, we afte determined that this 
force shall be directed toward ultimate good as 
well as against immediate evil. We Americans 
are not destroyérs—we are builders, 

Yes, the news is bad. The advantage has gone 
to the nation wielding the assassin’s quick knife. 
But we shall recover from the temporary setbacks. 
| The Japanese will soon feel the hard hand of Ameri- 
ca’s might, backed by the unshakable morale of the 
people of this country. In our century and a half 
of existence, we have known dark and gloomy times. 
We have had our Valley Forges. We have survived 
a heartbreaking Civil War. We have always won 
through, 

So, with heads high, hands steady and hearts tran- 
quil, we will take what the gangsters can deal out 
and return their blows tenfold,

WHY NOT SUSPEND JUDGMENT? | 

The United States suffered severe losses in the 
Japanese attack upon Pearl Harbor, and already a 
great many questions are being asked, in Congress 
and out, as to why the Navy was caught napping. 

Senator Clark has called for the resignation of Col. 
Knox, and Senator Tobey demands complete dis- 
closure of the extent of the catastrophe, Represént- 
ative Dingell of Michigan urges that court-martial 
proceedings be instituted against four high-ranking 


officers, The House Naval Committee voted yester- | 


day to call Admiral Stark before it for questioning 
this morning, over the objection of Representative 


Bradley of Pennsylvania that, with a probable major | 


naval battle going on, the Admiral should be left to 
attend to his duties. * 

Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
Senate Naval Committee, presented a view contrary 
to the criti¢s when he said that “talk ought to cease 
now and work, energy and enthusiasm ought to be 
manifested by all the officials of the Government. 
I hope this talk will cease. Whatever injary may 
have happened to our Navy, the job ahead of us is to 
rehabilitate and go ahead with more enthusiasm 
than ever before.” : 

Not that the country should be unmindful of the 
mistakes made at Pearl Harbor, not that it shouldn't 
be determined that our forces have the most com- 
petent kind of leadership, but ig this the time for a 
big internal squabble? Cannot we depend upon the 
Commander-in-Chief to see that those responsible for 
the Pearl Harbor disaster are held accountable? 

The Pacific is flaming with action. Why not sus- 
pend judgment until we know the facts about what 
happened at Pearl: Harbor and give the fighting 
forces a chance to show what they can do against 
the enemy? 

MISS RANKIN’S POSITION. 

With all due respect for the mixed emotions which 
prompted her choice, the frail, bespectacled Repre- 
sentative from Montana, Jeanette Rankin, has done 
herself and the cause she stipports great harm. While 
she may have felt honfior-bound to stand by and re- 
peat a vote cast almost 25 years ago against the 
United States’ entry into war, the logic that motivat- 
ed her choice would seem to be, to say the least, 
faulty. 

A blow struck without just cause will ronse even 
thé gentlest soul to action. Certainly the premedi- 
tated ‘attack on United States possessions by the 
Japanese appears to be justification enough for using 
the most famous of women’s prerogatives, enabling 
Representative Rankin to take her stand with rather 
than against all her colleagues without loss of pres- 
tige. 

In times of grave peril, there is no room for 
reasoning based oft emotions. It would seem that, 
by her tinfortunate vote,.Miss Rankin has done the 
cause of women in politics immeasurable harm, 
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THE FBI. WILL DO ITS DUTY. 

The FBI is calmly goifig about its job of rounding 
up all possibly dangerous aliens in the United States 
—Japanése, Italian and German. The public can 
safely leave this job in the hands of the highly 
trained and well-informed Federal agents, If any 
citizen suspects an individual of being a spy or 
saboteur, Attorney General Biddle says the thing to 
do is to notify the Government, not to take the law 
into one’s own hands. At best, unjust persecution 
may result; at worst, an actual alien enemy may 
escape as the result of an amatéur sleuth’s bungling. 

The great majority of this country’s Japanese resi- 
dents are thoroughly Americanized. Many have lived 
in their communities for & generation or more: 
thousands were born and educated in the United 
States. Attorney-General Biddle says of them: 


There ate in the United States many persons 
of Japanese extraction whose loyalty to this 
country, even in the nt emergency, is un- 
,questioned. It would therefore. be a serious mis- 
take to take any action against these people, 


As 4 result of hasty actions in these first tense 
days of war, Filipinos have complained of persecu- 
tion by mistakeh super-patriots. Chinesé on the 
West Coast aré wearing lapel buttons to distinguish 
them from Japanese, And from Kast St. Louis comes 
an episode that tells its own story. A Belleville man 
of Japanese descent, an American citizen, was arf- 
rested by two detectives on suspicion. On searching 
him, police found a letter he had written his parents, 
expressing indignation over the Japanese attack on 
America, and telling them he planned to join the 
Army Air Corps! 
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THEODORE ROOSEVELT AND JAPAN. 

An afticle in yesterday's Post-Dispatch surveyed the 
88 years of peace and friendship between the United 
States and Japan. One of many American favors 
mentionéd was President Theodore Roosevelt’s attion 
in assuring victory to Japan in the war with Russia 
in 1905, by intervening just at the moment the Jap- 
anese Were growing exhausted and the Csar was 
about to throw in powerful reserves. 

This victory was a great stimulus to Japanese 
imperalism, and T. R. was so eager to help the rising 
Oriental nation that he even ¢onsidered war in its 
behalf. Japan had been forced by European powers 
to give up the conquests won in éts war on China 
in 1894. President Roosevelt wrote as follows to 
the British Ambassador, Cecil Spring-Rice, on July 
24, 1905: ‘ 

' 4s soon as this war broke out, I notified Ger- 
many and France in the most polite and discreet 
fashion that in the event of a combination 
against Japan to try to do what Russia, Germany 
and France did to her in 1894, I should promptl

Was hecessary on her behalf. I, of course, knew

Roosevelt realised he could not bind thé United 
States to militaty intervention, but he hinted later 
that he believed his hints ta Germany and France 
had served to localize a conflict that might have 
precipitated a world war 10 years before it actually 
occurred. In any event, it'was the victory over Rus: 
sia that marked Japan's emergence as the doniinant 
nation of Eastern Asia.

The Japanese expansionists have been 
saying for all of 25 years that a clash with 
the United States was inevitable; and, in 
latter months, the people have, of course, 
been hearing little else through all official 
mediums of publicity. Yet the people have

_ever be any sound reason for such a clash. 


When the news of the Panay incident 
burst on Japan, the people were aghast, and 
the, expressions of regret that poured in 
upon Américans in Japan, official and un- 
official, from all classes of Japanese were 
spontaneous and sincere. The Japanese peo- 
ple, moreover, have a deep-rooted respect 
for this country’s wealth, power, creative 
energy and will to win. 

They will expect these resources and en- 
ergies to be turned upon them with vol 
canic fury, In response to their navy’s bold 
challenge, They are painfully aware of their 
Own poverty, of their deep involvement on 
the Asiatic mainland and of the inroads. 
which the profitless Chinese adventure has 
made upon their scant resources. 

There will be no confidence of eventual 
victory in the thearts of Tokyo’s or of 
Osaka’s man in the street, but, rather, a 
deep foreboding of defeat and ruin, if not 
of Japan's extinction as a nation, 

. . 


Yes, the Japariese people will be pro- 
foundly shocked; but anyone who imagines 
that out of this reaction will grow division 
of opinion upon what should be done about 
it will be sadly mistaken, For the second re-« 
action will be a grim, nation-wide deter- 
mination to put up a fight worthy of Japan 
and ite fighting traditions, and to perish 
wo , if perish Japan must. Even those 
whose knowledge of Japan's weaknesses 
will make it impossible for them to see the 
boldness of the attack on Pearl Harbor any 
assurance of victory will applaud those 
strokes as suitable preludes to national 
hara-kiri. | 

In the rest of East Asia, from the Amur 
to the uttermost inhabited reef in the Hast 
Indies and from Korea to the Pamirs, the 
news that Japan and the United States have 
not just agreed to disagree, but that futile 
talk has at last given way to heavy shoot-

ing, will be hailed with mad delight as the 
beginning of the end of an arrogant, cruel 
and contemptible bid for world power. There 
will be far greater confidence than any 
Ameérican military expert would be rash 
enough to voice that Japan’s nemesis will 
be swift and terrible.

Korea, let down by Anglo-American con- 
nivance with the Japanese annexation in 
1911, and refused consideration at the Paris 
Peace Conference, has been waiting with 
Oriental patience for just this development. 
Manchuria’s forests and moufitains swarm 
with patriot “bandits.” Chiang Kai-shek has 
already given notice that the development 
of such a situation as this will be the sig- 
nal for an all-out offensive on every regu- 
lar and irregular front; and the way in 
which Japan has abruptly carried its dispute 
with this country beyond all possibility of 
compromise will-be hailed in China with a 
roar of approval, 

From the native populations of Indo- 
China, there is perhaps little to be expect- 
ed, and Siam is an unknown quantity; but 
throughout all Malaya—down through the 
peninsula, through the Dutch islands and 
up into our Own Philippines—wherever Jap- 
anese arrogance has outraged native pride, 
the war gongs will hail the bombing of 
Hawaii as an omen of deliverance. 

Meanwhile, there is news that a British 
gunboat has been sunk at Shanghai to re- 
mind us that the Occidental communities in 
the old China treaty ports have probably 
by now come under the dominance of swag- 
gering Japanese soldiery and will be stib- 
jected to bitter humiliations and hardships. 

But, if the Japanese imagine that this will 
make moral capital for them with the Chi- 
nese, they will be wrong. For even among 
their puppets, most are old enough to re- 
member the Boxer years and the bitter se- 
quel to them, and will crave nothing so fer- 
vently as dissociation from the fate that 
awaits their Japanede masters.

The St. Louis Medical Society 
certificate and gold medal for 
scientific accomplishment, its 
fourth in 15 years, was presented 
posthumously last night to Dr. Max 
A. Goldstein, founder of Central 
Institute for the Deaf, in recogni- 
tion of his. achievements as physi- 
cian, scientist and educator. 

Dr. Goldstein died last July at 
his summer home in Frankfort, 
Mich.

Red Cross Drive for War Fund — 
Of $50,000,000 Gets Under Way 


Money to Finance Operations With Army and 
Navy, Civil Defense Training, Relief 
of Distress Due to Enemy Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
“millions of citizens” who cannot 


engage actively in the war can, 
however, be*represented through 
dollars given to the Red Cross, it 
was said today by. Norman H. 
Davis, chairman of the Red Cross, 
in outlining the organization’s new 
drive for $50,000,000 to be used for 
American soldiers and civilians. 

The campaign was begun yester- 
day, following a conference which 
Davis had with President Roose- 
velt. 

In a statement to the press, 
Davis said the Red Cross was 
ready when “the treacherous ene- 
my” struck in Hawaii and the 
Philippines. It would ‘need the 
new fund to be well prepared for 
all future emergencies, he said. 

His statement follows: 

“The American Red Cross, with 
the backing of the President, has 
launched an appeal for a $50,000,- 
000 American war fund to finance 
Red Cross operations with our 
Army and Navy, for 
training for civilians, and for re- 


defense | 


lief of men, women and children 
who must be evacuated or who 
suffer distress due to enemy action. 

“These are primary services of 
the Red Cross and are mandatory 
under congressional charter and 
Army-Navy regulations as outlined 
in M-day plans. | 

“The Red Cross is financed by 
voluntary contributions and mem- 
berships from the public. It is es- 
sential] that every American be 
given an opportunity to partici- 
pate in our work. There are mil- 
lions of our citizens who cannot 
actively engage in this conflict but 
who can be represented at the 
scene of battle, whether on the 
high seas or on land and through 
relief to our citizens injured or 
homeless in air raids or from at- 
tacks by the enemy, through their 
dollars given to the Red Cross. 

“The American Red Cross was 
ready, armed, trained and on the 
scene in Hawaii and the Philippine 
Islands when the treacherous en- 
emy struck. In American com- 
munities today it is ready and pre- 
pared.”

BRITISH ANALYSIS 
OF JAPAN'S PLAN 
IN OPENING WAR 


Ships Carrying Planes to 
Hawaii at Least 10 Days 


From Bases, Authorit 
Estimates. : 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP). — A 
British authority declared today 
that “all bases and facilities we 
can afford will be available for our 
allies” in the Pacific. 

Discussing the naval situation in 
the Pacific, he stigmatized the 
Japanese as “a bunch of pirates 
whose technique in opening hos- 
tilities in the Nazi manner “as- 
sured surprise and a temporary ad- 
vantage.” 

From the wide dispersal of the 
Japanese fleet, he said, it is obvi- 
ous that preparations for war 
must have been made “a long way 
back.” 

“Co-ordination of the attack 
must have entailed the most care- 
ful preparation, great secrecy and 
cunning,” he said. 

Vessels from which air attacks 
were launched on Pearl Harbor in 
Hawaii were at least 10 days out 
of Japanese bases, he said. 

He said it was believed that the 
objects of the first Japanese at- 
tacks were: 

On Pearl Harbor: “To damage 
and put out of commission the 
main United States naval base: in 
the Pacific.” 

On Guam and other intermnediate 
islands: “To check the mobility of 
the United States fleet.” 

On Manila: “It apparently was 
an attempt to wreck an advance 
American base and obtain an ex- 
cellent Japanese base for intensi- 
fied operations.” 

Against Hongkong: “The elim- 
ination of a British base which 
was the major threat to Japanese 
supply lines.” 

On Malaya: “It was apparently 
an attempt to open up Singapore 
to air attack. We do not know 
whether it was likewise planned as 
a preliminary to a land attack on 


| that naval base.” 


Through naval reconnaissance, 
he said, Japanese troop carriers 
were detected off Indo-China Dec. 
6, steaming in a westerly direc- 
tion. 

“Reconnaissance prepared wus 
and initial Japanese attacks were 
repulsed, but fighting continued in 
Thai territory which apparently 
did not seriously resist.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
Steve Vasilakos, the little business 
man closest to President Roose- 


velt, is ‘selling his peanuts from a 
new location. because of the war. 

For years Vasilakos, from his 
stand on Hast Executive avenue 
beside the White House, has ped- 
died peanuts to tourists who tossed 
them to the fat squirrels and 
pigeons on the President's lawn. 
But now Executive avenue has 
been blocked off as a wartime 
safety precaution and Vasilakos’ 
place of business has been pushed 
around the corner to Pennsylvania 
avenue, «just a few paces from 
Roosevelt’s front gate. 

Not only ‘is traffic—foot and ve- 
hicle—rerouted.from side streets 
along the White House, but out-of- 
towners and Washingtonians are 
being made aware of the war in 
many another way.

Before the 
war, staff officers on duty here 
customarily wore mufti. 

The war has upset the. eapital’s 
social life. Top-drawer hosts and 
hostesses had to cancel cocktail

—or if they didn’t, found many of 
their guests couldn’t get there or 
just forgot about the engagements. 
The White House recently can- 
celed all state entertaining. Mrs. 
Roosevelt is busy as assistant civil- 
ian defense director.

BASKET SALE OF COAL 
UP 10 ALDERMEN 


Mayor’s Low-Cost -Plan for 
Smokeless Fuel Likely to Be 
Subject of Hearings. 


Plans for basket-load sales of 
smokeless coal to small consum- 
ergs will await action by the Board 
of Aldermen on three ‘proposals 
‘now pending in the form of reso- 
lutions, They were introduced last 
Friday, and are in the hands of 
the Resolutions Committee. 

Mayor William Dee Becker said 
to reporters yesterday that his 
plan for low-cost sale of the 
smokeless fuel to small consumers 
would wait on the Aldermen’s ac- 
tion. He said he anticipated that 
hearings would be held by the 
Aldermen, which would bring out 
details of a practicable plan. 

One of the resolutions asks for 
a declaration by the Board of Al- 
dermen that an emergency in 
coal prices exists. Such a declara- 
tion would be preliminary to a re- 
quest to the Comptroller and the 
Board of Hstimate and Appor- 


merchandising of smokeless coal. 
The fuel would be purchased from 
a $300,000 revolving fund, and sold 
at the lowest price to return the 
cost to the city without profit. 

Another of the resolutions asks 
for appointment of a special com- 
mittee of seven, to investigate 
cost of processing and distribut- 
ing smokeless coal, and to hold 
hearings on coal prices. The third 
asks for a determination as to the 
feasibility of establishing a muni- 
cipal plant to process Illinois soft 
coal, for the production of smoke- 
less fuel.

JAPANESE CRASHED 
PLANES ON U.S. SHIPS 


Quotes Tokyo Report Pilots 
Made ‘Human Torpedoes’ of 
Selves at Pearl Harbor. 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP).—The 
Vichy radio broadcast a Tokyo 
dispatch today asserting that the 
Japanese naval airmen who at- 
tacked the United States fleet at 
Pearl Harbor released their tor- 
pedoes and then “flung their planes 
straight at their objectives, thus 
repeating the famous exploit of the 
‘human torpedoes’ which marked 
the Japanese attack on Shanghai.” 
The dispatch, quoting the news- 


flying boats “flew an unprecedent- 
ed distance to reach Pearl Har- 
bor” and that “not a single one of 
our airmen expected to return 
alive.” 

The “three human torpedoes,” 
according to the Japanese Army 
account, were three privates who 
thrust lengths of bamboo filled 
with explosives under the Chinese 
barbed wire at Shanghai in 1932 
and died in the blast. But, the 
Japanese say, they opened a way 
through the Wire for'an infantry 
assault.

UST as Hitler hoped that he 
could by raistng the specter of 
olshevism separate his Russian 
campaign from Britain and Amer- 
ica, so now the Axis hopes that 
our resehtment against Japan 
will cause us to fight a separated 
war.

For even 
if we won victories over Japan, 
they would be temporary if, for 
lack of a concerted strategy with 
our allies, we won local successes 
at the risk of their defeat. No 
victory we can win in the Pacific 
could give us security if we had 
then to turn around and face Hit- 
ler victorious in Europe and Af- 
rica and in the Atlantic. 


This war must be fought from 
the very beginning to the end, not 
as am. isolationist’s isolated war 
with Japan, but as a war of our 
coalition against the Axis coali- 
tion. Any other conception of this 
war will be as disastrous as the 
isolationist conception of how to 
avoid war has now so conclusively 
proved itself to be, 


E should therefore, resolve at 

once to establish clearly by 
diplomacy and by legislation the 
character of the war we mean to 
fight. We should enter into solemn 
compacts with Great Britain, and 
all the members of the British 
Commonwealth, with Russia, with 
China, with the Netherlands, and 
with all other nations that fight 
with us, that no member of the 
coalition will make a separate 
peace. This alliance is necessary 
to the successful prosecution of 
the war, and it will constitute 
the foundation of a successful 
peace. 


As a corollary to this, Congress 
should remove all legislative re- 
strictions which prevent the Presi- 
dent as Commander-in-Chief from 
employing our armed forces and 
our munitions wherever he and his 
military advisers find it most ad- 
visable to use them, No war of 
this character can be won if the 
total power of the nation is not 
freely available to those who are 
responsible for the strategical di- 
rection of the war. If they can- 
not be trusted to use all our 
forces wisely, then they cannot be 
trusted to use any of our forces 
wisely, The Jend-lease restrictions 
and the territorial restrictions

"Blood Banks’ 


For Emergency 
Transfusions 


By aa 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 
MONG the numerous defense 
plans, some arrangement has 


to be made for blood trans- 
fusions so that all materials will 


lected under sterile conditions and 
is presserved in a tight, sterile 
flask ready for use. It has been 
found in practical work that whole 
blood is not always necessary 
where a transfusion is required, 
but that blood serum alone is 
quite as satisfactory in cases of 
- shock, 

The blood banks prepared in this 
way keep in good condition for 
several months and perhaps long- 
er. 


* 

IN A NUMBER OF prisons, 
prisoners have volunteered to give 
blood for these blood banks and 
are doing it in a spirit of cheerful 
and whole-hearted loyalty. 

I have hada letter from one’ of 
the men who is superintending the 
collecting of blood from his fellow 
prisoners. He tells me, by the way, 
that he needs a centrifuge (he is 
a trained laboratory technician). 
I feel that people should support 
this work in the’ penitentiaries by 
helping them out with apparatus 
wherever needed. 

Invaluable time will be saved 
in giving blood transfysions to 
soldiers of the United States Army 
because-each man’s identification 
tag will now be stamped to indi- 
cate his blood group determined by 
Army surgeons in advance. A new 
testing technique will be used by 
Army surgeons to classify blood 
into one of the four known groups 
quickly, safely and cheaply. . 


I 

NO MATTER HER blood 
transfusions use whole blood or 
serum, they can be given safely 
only after tests have shown that 
the blood of the recipient will mix 
safely with that of the donor. Only 
human blood can be used. All hu- 
man blood falls into four recog- 
nized classes. If blood of the 
wrong type should be given the 
patient, clumping of the donor’s 
cells would occur in the body of 
the patient, causing a shock reac- 
tion, ‘and possibly death. 

The necessary tests to determine 
these groups, made by the old 
method, were too time-consuming 
when minutes might mean the 
difference between life and death 
for the patient. 

The blood banks, each of which 
is properly designated showing to 
which blood group it belongs, are a 
very necessary part of emergency 
stores if the present conflict should 
develop into a serious shooting 
war.

object of their affections. Kids 
who were getting their kicks from 
rattles when their elders collected 
Whiteman records and who were 
haunting the ball diamonds rather 
than ballrooms when Benny, the 
Goodman, hit pay dirt with swing, 
are of voting age this year as far 
as bands are concerned. And fore- 
most among the maestri and men 
that they’ve pushed into that wel- 
come financial filth during the 
past 12 months is Alvino Rey, a 
young man who plays a guitar un- 
like any that grandpap ever saw, 
and the King Sisters, four cute-ca- 
naries, whose records have sur- 
passed those of the Bailey, Murphy, 
Norton, and other sisters, and are 
running neck-and-neck, larynx-and- 
larynx, with the sisters Andrews. 

Ballroom owners and band book- 
ers use an expression that “the pol- 
ish is on” a band when it’s been 
clicking solidly for a period of 
months and is building up to a 
popularity peak in record and at- 
tendance figures. The “polish” is 
definitely on the Alvino Rey and 
the King Sisters band, and 2500 
local supporters proved it by push- 
ing hard cash through the box of- 
fice window of the Casa Loma 
Ballroom where Rey and the Kings 
played a one-night stand last 
Thursday. 

You have to speak of Alvino 
Rey and the King Sisters jointly, 
not only because their contracts 
provide that they get equal billing 
but because the band’s a sort of 
family proposition. One of the 
Kings is Mrs. Rey, another is 
married to Buddy Cole, the band’s 
pianist, and the four girls are 
part owners of the band. They 
all started out together with 
Horace Heidt’s band a few years 
back. 

L actually started out playing

T HE late fall pears are not quite 


Baked Pears. 


Four pears, one-fourth cup of 
sugar, two tablespoons water, one 
and one-half teaspoons chopped 
preserved or candied ginger. — 

Wash pears and remove core 
with apple corer, but do not make 
a hole all the way through the 
pear. Stand pears upright in a 
six-cup casserole, Put a tablespoon 
of sugar into the cavity of each 
pear, pour water around them, and 
add ginger to the water. Cover 
casserole and place in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees); bake one and 
one-fourth hours, or until very 
tender. Remove from oven and 
cool; chill in refrigerator before 
serving. Serve with the ginger 
syrup. Four servings.

They played their first 
date April 27, 1940. I remember 
the date because the band finished 
playing at this place in Hartford, 
Conn., without getting paid off. 
The manager just skipped town. 

“Well, they struggled along with 
small engagements, finally made it 
to the Biltmore roof in New York 
that summer. They were still do- 
ing just mediocre—until they got 
to a hotel in Syracuse that fall and 
all of a sudden they were a sen- 
sation—the place couldn’t hold the 
people. In November, 1940, they 
began getting air time and mak- 
ing records—the King Sisters had 
already been making them — and 
from there they went into the 
Paramount Theater in New York 
and did all right. In August of 
this year we got a phone call ask- 
ing if we'd like to make a pic- 
ture for RKO, and we knew we 
were .in.” 

“Having a band had been some- 
thing we'd talked about for a 
long time,” said Yvonne King, 
youngest and liveliest of the sis- 
ters. “We had a lot of ideas and 
wanted to do things our own way. 
We've had some hardships but 
we've been pretty lucky too. We 
own all the band ourselves, we 
don’t owe anyone, and that’s good 
when you consider’ that some 
bands owe literally thousdnds of 


‘dollars, and -some others had to 


sell parts of their bands to keep 
going. We're a _ vcomplete little 
unit within ourselves, and we've 
found it’s much better to work 
for ourselves than for someone 
else, In so many of the big bands 
there’s not much happiness, not 
nearly so much as they express on 
the stands. But we've been very 
happy and had fun working to- 
gether. We find we get a lot 
further through encouraging each 
other than by giving dirty looks.” 

“We could have gone our separate 
ways,” Louise King Rey said, “but 
we wanted to have our careers and 
marriage, too, so we decided to 
stay together, and it’s worked out 
fine.”

HERE are several reasons for

mosphere which even includes 
Tripod, the part cocker spaniel- 
part terrier, which was a gift from 
Bing Crosby to Dick Morgan, the 
other guitar player in the band.

Obviously, there was nothing to 
the play. The hand was a laydown 
for six spades and, if West had not 
opened a club, declarer could 
easily have made 13 tricks. The 
following colioquy then took place: 


South: Gee, you had a terrific 
hand, partner! We certainly should 
have reached a slam. 


North: I quite agree with you! 
but what kind of a hand did you 
think I had, when I raised one 
spade to four? ! 


South: Well, you certainly 
couldn't expect me to bid any 
more, with three losing clubs and 
a flock of other losers. How 
could I know about your singleton 
club, for instance? 


North: You ¢ouldn’t, but you 
certainly could, and should, have 
known that I wasn’t expecting two 
aces in your hand. My bid an- 
nounced that you’ would have an 
excellent play for game if you had 
nothing except a spade _ suit. 
Couldn’t you have told me about 
how much over “nothing” you 
held? 


And there we have the crux of 
the situation. North’s last question 
was well taken. It was South’s 
duty to announce the fact that he 
held much better than a mimimum 
one-over-one response. North’s 
bidding could not have been dif- 
ferent. Opening with one heart 
(his six card suit) he then had 
jumped all the way to game in 
spades. Such a jump raise of a 
response is im no sense a shut-out 
bid, It is stronger than a raise 
to three spades, which merely 
urges partner to go on. North 
did not have the values for the Cul- 
bertson Four No Trump Conven- 
tion, and might have jeopardized 
@ game in spades by bidding the 
Blackwood four no trump; that 
is to say, South might have had 
something like @Jxxxxx@x 
@KQx & K Q «x. In this case, 
there would be three aces off the 
hand. 


The entire point is that South, 
with two aces about which his 
partner could know nothing, 
should have taken forward action 
on his own account. If he wanted 
to be conservative, a mere five 
spade bid would, at least, have 
been something. But, actually, he 
should have jumped directly to a 
slam.
